There  are  no  provisions  in  the 
Constitution  for  recall  of  a student  body 
officer. 

Handy  said  petitioners  plan  to  present 
the  petitions  to  the  Executive  Council  at 
the  regular  meeting  tomorrow  at  4 p.m. 

However,  there  is  no  report  on  a special 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  held 
yesterday  afternoon  because  it  was 
“closed.”

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Thorpe  B.  Isaacson 

Assistant  dies 


Elder  Thorpe  B.  Isaacson,  a former 
member  of  the  First  Presidency  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  died  early  today  of  a lingering 
illness.  He  was  72. 

Isaacson,  an  Assistant  to  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve  and  a member  of  the  presiding 
bishopric,  died  at  3:45  a.m.  in  the  LDS 
hospital.  He  had  been  ill  for  several  years 
after  suffering  from  a stroke  in  February, 
1966. 

Elder  Isaacson  was  born  in  Ephraim, 
Utah,  September  6,  1898,  to  Martin  and 
Mary  Beal  Isaacson.  He  attended  Snow 
Academy,  Brigham  Young  University,  Utah 
State  University,  and  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley. 

On  June  16,  1920,  he  married  Lulu 
Maughan  Jones  of  Wellsville,  Utah,  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Temple.  They  had  a son  and  a 
daughter. 

During  school  days  Elder  Isaacson  was 
prominent  in  athletics,  being  all-state 
basketball  guard  in  1917.  He  later  served 
16  years  as  athletic  coach,  teacher, 
principal,  and  superintendent  in  various 
school  districts  in  Idaho. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Utah  State 
University  Board  of  Trustees  twelve  years 
and  was  elected  seven  consecutive  terms  as 
president  of  the  Board. 

On  June  2,  1956,  he  was  honored  with  a 
Doctor  of  Laws  degree  from  that 
university.  From  1955  to  1959  he  was  a 
member  of  the  University  of  Utah  Board  of 
Regents. 


In  business  Elder  Isaacson  was  eminently 
successful  in  life  insurance  and  real  estate 
He  was  general  agent  in  Utah  and  Idaho  foi 
the  Lincoln  National  Life  Insurance 
Company,  which  named  him  as  its  mos 
outstanding  representative  in  America. 

Elder  Isaacson  maintained  a keen  interes 
in  church  affairs  and  athletics  during  hi 
illness. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  tw< 
children,  and  nine  grandchildren.

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BYU  Academy  continues  registration

Registration  for  the  BYU  Academy  will 
continue  through  Wednesday,  Nov.  11,  with 
classes  beginning  next  week. 

The-  Academy  is  a series  of  non-credit, 
non-tuition  classes  taught  by  BYU  instructors. 

The  program  was  instigated  last  spring  by  the 
Cougar  Club  in  conjunction  with  the  Academics 
office.  Both  groups  stated  they  felt  the  need  for 
opportunity  for  students  to  study  something 


they  were  really  interested  in,  under  the 
tutorship  of  a qualified  person  in  that  particular 
area. 

Merril  Dayton,  chairman  of  the  Student 
Academy,  said  that  the  “usual  motivations  of 
grades  aren’t  there  so  that  the  person  can  study 
for  the  sheer  joy  of  learning.” 

He  continued  to  say  that  another  advantage  of 
the  Academy  is  that  “the  professors  are  teaching 
for  the  joy  of  teaching  something  that  they  are 
very  interested  in  too.” 

“The  philosophy  behind  this  program  is  that  of 


matching  the  social  and  spiritual  extracurricular 
activities  with  equally  stimulating  academic 
activities,”  stated  Dayton. 

The  Academy  will  hold  classes  one  night  a 
week  for  four  weeks,  excluding  the  week  of 
Thanksgiving. 

The  exact  structure  and  subject  of  classes  will 
not  be  determined  until  the  instructor  has  a 
chance  to  talk  with  the  students. 

Students  may  register  at  the  desks  set  up  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center,  Jesse  Knight  Building,  Smith 
Family  Living  Center,  or  Eyring  Science  Center.

Journalist  at  fund  raising 
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Mountain  States  disclaims 
Lamanite  rate  higher 


A recent  report  alleging  that 
Lamanite  students  at  BVU  are 
required  to  pay  higher  telephone 
deposits  by  Mountain  State 
Telephone  Company,  than  other 
students,  has  been  proved 
unfounded. 

Mrs.  Jane  F.  Lofgreen,  business 
office  supervisor  for  MST,  said 
that  all  students  are  treated 
equally.  Each  student,  she  said,  is 
asked  to  provide  the  name, 
address,  and  telephone  number  of 
his  or  her  parents  and  where  they 
can  be  reached  after  they  leave 
BYU.  If  any  student,  regardless  of 
his  race,  cannot  do  so,  then  he 
must  put  down  a deposit  of 
between  $35  and  $50. 

She  said  this  is  done  because, 
for  the  most  part,  students  are 
“unemployed  and  asking  us  to 
extend  them  unlimited  credit.” 
Mrs.  Lofgreen  added  that  the 
company  is  “more  prone  to 
charge  a deposit  to  freshmen  than 
to  juniors,  seniors  or  graduates.” 

She  explained  that  the 
company,  in  deciding  who  will 
pay  deposits  and  how  much, 
places  the  decision  in  the  hands  of 
its  service  representatives. 
“Judgement  may  vary  from  girl  to 
girl,”  she  pointed  out.  Mrs. 
Lofgreen  said  that  the  company 
does  not  have  a “hard,  set 


policy." 

She  did  say  that  students  living 
with  roommates  are  often  asked 
for  the  base  of  $35  and  an 
additional  $10  for  each 
roommate.  This  is  done  because  a 
greater  number  of  people  arc 
likely  to  run  up  a higher  bill,  she 
stated. 

Lastly,  Mrs.  Lofgreen  explained, 
students  who  left  a bill  unpaid  for 
a time  last  year  are  usually  asked 
for  a high  deposit.  She  reiterated 
that  Lamanites  are  treated  no 
differently  than  other  students. 

Cam  Caldwell,  ASBYU  vice 
president  of  Student  Relations, 
said  he  has  also  investigated  the 
matter  and  finds  no  truth  to  the 
rumor.  “1  am  satisfied  there  is  no 
problem,”  he  emphasized.

Stanford  to  represent  ! 
R\C  8 in  Rose  Bowl

This  is  the  year  of  the 
quarterback,  according  to  many 
prominent  sports  writers,  but  it  is 
also  the  year  the  University  of 
Southern  California’s  Rose  Bowl 
dynasty  came  to  an  abrupt 
ending. 

For  the  past  five  years  the 
Trojans  have  dominated  the 
Pacific  Eight  Conference  with 
such  stellar  performers  as  O.J. 
Simpson,  now  playing  for  the 
Buffalo  Bills,  Mike  Battle  of  the 
New  York  Jets,  Ron  Yary,  and 
Kansas  City’s  former  sensation 
Mike  Garrett  to  mention  a few. 

But  this  year  there  emerged  on 
the  college  football  scene  Jim 
Plunkett  and  the  Stanford 
Indians,  who  have  already  handed 
USC  a stunning  24-14  upset,  and 
also  eliminated  UCLA  from 
competition  with  a 
come-from-behind  9-7  win. 

Last  year  Stanford  came  as 
close  as  anyone  in  the  PAC  Eight 
to  winning  a Rose  Bowl 
invitation,  only  to  lose  to 
Southern  California  in  the  closing 
seconds  on  a field  goal. 

However,  this  past  weekend 
Stanford  clinched  the  Rose  Bowl 
invitation  with  a thrilling 
come-from-behind  29-22  victory 
over  stubborn  Washington 
University.  Stanford’s  victory  over 
Washington  dethroned  USC  from 
its  perch  atop  the  PAC  Eight 
Conference,  and  even  more 
important  gained  a berth  in  the 
Rose  Bowl  against  the 
representative  of  the  Big  Ten 
Conference. 

Last  year’s  Big  Ten 
representative,  Michigan,  pulled 
the  upset  of  the  year  by  downing 
top-ranked  Ohio  State,  but  even  if 
the  Wolverines  duplicate  last 
year’s  performance  they  will  not 
be  able  to  go  to  the  Rose  Bowl 
because  of  the  Big  Ten’s  ruling 
that  no  school  can  play  successive 
years.

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flamed  aviatrix  Amelia  Earhart 


maybe  alive  today,  says  author 


NEW  YORK  (UPI)  — Famed 
woman  flyer  Amelia  Earhart 
survived  a forced  landing  in  the 
Pacific  in  1937  and  eight  years  of 
captivity  in  Japan,  and  she  may  be 
living  today  under  the  name  of 
Mrs.  Irene  Craigmile  Bolam, 
according  to  a well-researched 
book  published  Monday. 

“Amelia  Earhart  Lives,”  by 
World  War  II  pilot  Joe  Klaas  based 
on  research  by  retired  Air  Force 
Maj.  Joseph  Gervais,  presents 
evidence  indicating  Miss  Earhart 
and  her  navigator,  Fred  Noonan, 
were  on  a complex  espionage 
mission  against  Japan  when  they 
disappeared. 

No  trace  ever  was  found  of  Miss 
Earhart  and  Noonan,  although 
two  expeditions  to  Saipan  Island 
brought  back  some  bones  alleged 
to  be  Miss  Earhart’s.  There  were 
recurring  reports  that  the  pair  was 
forced  down  on  Hull  Island  in  the 
Pacific  by  Japanese  planes  and 
executed  on  Saipan. 

“Amelia  Earhart  was  captured, 
and  taken  first  to  Saipan  and  then 
to  Tokyo  where  she  was  kept 
prisoner  in  the  Imperial  Palace 
until  1945,  “Klass  concludes  on 
the  basis  of  years  of  research.  And 
her  life,  and  the  secrets  she  knew, 
which  could  be  embarrassing  to 
the  U.S.  Government,  were 
bartered  by  Emperor  Hirohito  for 
one  significant  exception  to  the 
unconditional  surrender  being 
demanded  by  all  allies  of  the 
United  States  in  the  war  against 
Japan. 

“That  concession  was  simply 
that  Hirohito  not  be  tried  as  a. war 
criminal,  and  instead  be  permitted 
to  continue  as  the  Emperor  of 
post-war  Japan,”  he  writes.

honor  given  to  Mrs.  Gervais  by  an 
oldtimers  flying  club  known  as 
the  Ninety-Nines,  Gervais  met  a 
woman  who  bore  an  amazing 
resemblance  to  Amelia  Earhart  if 
Miss  Earhart  had  lived  to  be  68. 
The  woman,  Mrs.  Bolam,  said  she 
had  often  flown  with  Miss  Earhart 
and  had  been  a close  friend. 

Further  research  disclosed  that 
no  pilot’s  license  was  issued  to  a 
Mrs.  Irene  Bolam  until  June  1, 
1937,  the  day  Miss  Earhart  took 
off  on  her  “final”  flight.  Mrs. 
Bolam  eluded  Gervais’  attempts  to 
interview  her  at  her  summer  home 
in  Bedford  Village,  N.Y.,  whose 


title  was  held  by  flight  pioneer 
Floyd  Odium,  at  a friend’s  home 
in  Sanford,  N.C.,  and  at  the 
Bolam  home  in  Jamesburg,  N.J. 

The  book  indicates  that  Mrs. 
Bolam  now  may  be  living  abroad. 
In  her  cdnversations  with  Gervais 
and  in  her  letters  she  gave 
intriguing  hints  that  she  might  be 
Miss  Earhart,  and  the  only  time 
Gervais  met  her  she  was  wearing  a 
miniature  Distinguished  Flying 
Cross  Ribbon,  which  Miss  Earhart 
had  earned  and  a Major’s  Oak 
Leaf  Cluster  insignia  which  Miss 
Earhart  was  entitled  to  wear  as  an 
honorary  Air  Force  Major.

Hearing  refused  on  war 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)-The  wisdom  of  fighting  in  Southeast 


Supreme  Court  refused  Monday 
to  rule  on  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature’s  effort  to  have  the 
Vietnam  War  declared 
unconstitutional  and  to  bar  the 
Defense  Department  from  sending 
state  residents  there  to  fight. 

By  a 6-3  vote,  the  Court  refused 
to  hear  Massachusetts’  deliberate 
test  case  on  the  legality  of  the 
war.  Its  brief  order  gave  no 
reason,  but  Justice  William  O. 
Douglas,  one  of  the  three 
dissenters^  issued  a written 
opinion  arguing  the  Court  should 
have  accepted  the  case  and 
subsequently  ruled  on  it. 

“It  does  not  concern  the 


Asia,”  Douglas  wrote  of 
Massachusetts’  new  law. 
‘‘Likewise,  no  question  of 
whether  the  conflict  is'  either  just 
or  necessary  is  present.

New  standards  for  fabric
